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Council Votes to Keep Ridge Road 
Relocation in the Master Plan 


A Preview of Greenbelt's 
34th Labor Day Festival

When the Greenbelt Concert Band begins its perform¬ 
ance on Friday evening, September 2, the 34th annual Labor 
Day Festival will be officially underway. The carnival mid¬ 
way will be open and booths and rides attracting the first 
festival visitors. In the next hour Greenbelt's Outstanding 
Citizen for 1988 will be announced and the first presentation 
of the Miss Greenbelt contestants will take place.

At its August 8 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council put the finishing 
touches on its position on the 
proposed College Park-Lang- 
ley Park-Greenbelt master 
plan, voting to support the 
retention of a relocation of 
Ridge Road and Comprehen¬ 
sive Design Zone (CDZ) 
zoning for undeveloped land 
within Westchester Park. 
These were the final issues 
left unresolved after coun¬ 
cil's August 8 worksession. 

The most hotly debated ques¬ 
tion was whether to request re¬ 
moval from the master plan of 
the extension of Ridge Road to 
Kenilworth Avenue. After much 
discussion, the council voted to 
support retention of the reloca¬ 
tion of Ridge Road in the mas¬ 
ter plan. The vote was 3-2 with 
councilmembers Edward Putens 
and Antoinette M. Bram opposed. 

City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson 
recommended retention of the 
extension, which would route 
Ridge from its intersection with 
Lastner Lane through the unde¬ 
veloped Furey property to inter¬ 
sect with Kenilworth opposite 
Cherry wood Lane extended. Wil¬ 
son reasoned that retaining the 
extension would lower the de¬ 
velopment potential of the Furey 
property by routing the right 
of way through its center. She 
said that the city is protected 
from construction of this road 
without its consent by its re¬ 
quest to remove the project from 
the county Capital Improve¬ 
ments Program. In addition, she 
said that the county has agreed 
not to construct the road unless 
the city requests it. Wilson also 
suggested that in the future 
residents of the North End may 
want the road built to provide 
easier access to the Metro sta¬ 
tion. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
pointed out that the property 
owner has the right to access to 
and from his property. There¬ 
fore, if the land is developed, 
either Ridge must be extended to 
Kenilworth, or the unpaved sec¬ 
tion of Ridge Road, located be¬ 
hind Hedgewood Drive, must be 
improved. Wilson noted that 
Boxwood Village residents have

“opposed vigorously” the paving 
of this road. Giese said that the 
main guarantee that the road 
will not be built without the 
city's consent is that “someone 
must come up with a lot of 
money" to build it. 

Voting “No" 

Councilmember Bram disa¬ 
greed. She said that permitting 
the extension to remain on the 
master plan is to “put ourselves 
in jeopardy.” She feared that 
if Ridge is extended to Kenil¬ 
worth, the residential areas *n 
the North End would be opened 
up to large volumes of commut¬ 
er traffic taking a shortcut 
through the city. She said the 
city must protect itself, even if 
residents of the North End are 
somewhat inconvenienced by not 
having a direct exit from the 
city. She said her main concern 
is that the city not make it feas¬ 
ible for people outside the city 
to cut through. 

Bram favored replacing the ex¬ 
tension with a short road from 
the entrance to the Furey pro¬ 
perty to Lastner Lane. Howev¬ 
er, Wilson said that the county 
would not accept a “stub road” 
as a master plan road. 

Councilmember Putens felt that 
the expense of building the road 
did not provide sufficient pro¬ 
tection. He, like Bram, was con¬ 
cerned about opening up the res¬ 
idential community to outside 
traffic and said that the council 
must send a clear signal that 
the city will not support open¬ 
ing of the North End to devel¬ 
opment. Allowing the right of 
way to remain in the plan sends 
the wrong signal, he said. 

Voting “Yes" 

Councilmember Joseph Isaacs 
was not reassured by the coun¬ 
ty's promises not to build the 
road. He felt that promises made 
by the current county exceutive 
and council would not be bind¬ 
ing on subsequent office holders.

But Isaacs said that his impre- 
sion, from the meeting of Box¬ 
wood residents, was that if given 
a choice between paving the ex¬ 
isting dirt portion of Ridge or 
building the extension to Ken¬ 
ilworth, the residents would 
choose the extension. .Thus, 
Isaacs moved that the city sup¬ 
port retaining the extension of 
Ridge Road in the master plan 
as a means to protect residents 
from development of the exist¬ 
ing road. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White doubted that Ridge Road 
would be used as a shortcut. He 
said that the Beltway would be 
a more logical route for Metro 
traffic headed for the Baltimore 
Washington Parkway and sug¬ 
gested that the extension could 
ease traffic exiting Greenbelt. 
White did express some concern 
about the city's ability to con¬ 
trol when and if the road is con¬ 
structed, if it is included in the 
master plan. 

Mavor Gil Weidenfeld said the 
question was not really whether 
to construct the extended Ridge 
Road, but rather how the city can 
best protect itself. H e said that 
retaining the right-of-way for 
Ridge Road extended would make

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Preservation 
Can Harmonize

To the Editor: 

Almost every resident of 
Greenbelt knows that the city is 
an internationally famous mile¬ 
stone in 20th-century urban 
planning. Almost everyone 
knows that the original town 
is on the National Register of 
Historical Places. The original 
community building, Greenbelt 
Center School, was saved from 
destruction five years ago and 
is now a protected Prince Geor¬ 
ges County historic site. 

It has been my honor to have 
helped in the cause of preserv¬ 
ing Greenbelt’s architectural 
treasures. As opposed to other 
communities where anything 
goes and where people couldn’t 
care less about their heritage, 
Greenbelt residents pride them¬ 
selves on the attributes that 
make their community special. 
This includes the Greenbelt way 
of life, but it also includes the 
irreplaceable buildings that were 
handed down from the New 
Deal. We hold these buildings 
in trust for other generations: 
for the ancestors who produced 
them, and for the children who 
will someday deserve the right 
to learn from them. The needs 
of all generations should be fair¬ 
ly balanced with the needs of 
the present. 

That is why it was so shock¬ 
ing to read the News Review 
editorial of July 14, which 
would have us obliterate the 
most important historic building 
in the city — except for its front 
wall. Astonishingly, the editorial 
then went on to bid the County’s 
Historic Preservation Commis¬ 
sion to make sure, of all things, 
that "they do not “place overrid¬ 
ing importance on the physical 
components of the building, ex 
cept, of course, the front wall,” 
and to avoid “a narrow concern 
with details of bricks and mor¬ 
tar.” Wonderful; in other words 
the message of the News Review 
to the Preservation Commission 
is: defrock yourselves as preser¬ 
vationists, consider your public 
trust a narrow concerif for 
which you should apologize, re¬ 
duce historic buildings to stage 
sets, and surrender your respon¬ 
sibilities of oversight to the cla¬ 
mor of other priorities. 

Is this really the wish of the 
majority of Greenbelt residents ? 

I think not. Greenbelt is too spe¬ 
cial a place, and the residents 
are too proud of their heritage 
to permit its historic buildings 
to become a little Disneyland of 
false fronts. Greenbelt citizens 
know very well that if protection 
of our heritage becomes dispar¬ 
aged as a mere “narrow concern 
with bricks and mortar,” we 
might as well level historic com¬ 


munities entirely and then build 
them anew to look like Anyplace, 
U.S.A. 

Fortunately, the Board of Ed¬ 
ucation has arrived at a plan 
that can harmonize real preser¬ 
vation—the preservation of real 
buildings, not the fake preserva¬ 
tion of propping up bits and tat¬ 
ters of architectural remnants— 
with a reasonable expansion of 
the school to accommodate the 
valid concerns of parents and 
teachers. It is perfectly obvious 
that preservation can harmonize 
with other civic goals. But 
preservationists should not be 
made to apologize for their civic 
responsibilities. Preservation de¬ 
serves as much respect as other 
public priorities. And in histor¬ 
ic comunities, it deserves su¬ 
preme respect.

City Has Surrendered 

To the Editor: 

The News Review in its editor¬ 
ial of May 12 concluded that the 
Greenbelt Arts Center could not 
make it in a private enterprise 
context. When I introduced the 
idea of an Arts Center nine 
years ago, it was not with the 
intention that it was to be a 
private venture. Rather, it was 
to persuade the City Council that 
an arts program was a natural 
extension of the Recreation De¬ 
partment’s programming; that 
the Roosevelt Center’s route to 
revitalization was by combining 
commercial and community ac¬ 
tivities; and that our history, 
design and sense of community 
could translate to a greater ap¬ 
preciation of the Greenbelt con¬ 
cept to those living in Greenbelt 
East and Springhill Lake as well 
as those in original Greenbelt. 

Instead, analysis of the Arts 
Center has been done in an iso¬ 
lated fashion. Despite the com¬ 
ments and design work emanat¬ 
ing from the 1985 charette and 
the 1987 New Towns Conference, 
which emphasized the import¬ 


ance to revitalization of a city- 
supported arts center, we have 
failed to take advantage of this 
knowledge and expertise. 

An example is the City Coun¬ 
cils’ attempt to persuade the 
county Park & Planning Com¬ 
mission to lease or purchase the 
theater. While Councilman Pu- 
tens is quite correct that Green¬ 
belt is not getting its fair share 
back from the County, it is un¬ 
derstandable that the county 
would be reluctant to support 
this request. Why? If one looks 
at the problems that Riverdale’s 
“Castle Arts Center” and Chev- 
erly’s “Publick Playhouse” have 
confronted, why should the Com¬ 
mission get involved in such * 
risky venture here ? However, 
unlike (those) facilities, the 
Greenbelt facility was located in 
the “to^vn” center. The city 
should have made this request in 
the context of a comprehensive, 
development plan, not as a “save 
the theater” program. This plan 
would consist of private and 
public sector investment provid¬ 
ing) two major benefits: (1) 
Creation of the proper atmos¬ 
phere for sensitive development 
and; (2) giving greater leverage 
to the public sector determining 
the nature of development. Grea¬ 
ter leverage would give the City 
and the public sector greater 
flexibility to exert “concessions” 
from a private developer, which 
might include making available 
6500 square feet for the arts to 
the city/county either through 
long range leasing of the facil¬ 
ity or outright purchase. 

I do not suggest the answers 
are easy. Nor is the city’s deci¬ 
sion to sweep this problem under 
the rug very appealing when, in 
reality, the Center, as William 
Safire might say, “stands out 
like a tooth that had been dril¬ 
led but not yet filled—a great, 
empty molar with raw nerve ex¬ 
posed.” 

When our city indicated that it 
would “help” the Arts Center se¬ 
cure entry at the North End fa¬ 
cility, it was a clear signal that 
it had thrown its hands up and 
surrenderd to yet another devel¬ 
oper. And it was not helping 
the Arts Center, nor the Roose¬ 
velt Center. The period of lais- 
sez faire must come to an end.

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Magnolia Farm Tract Partly 
Rezoned at Higher Density

The Prince Georges County Council, sitting as the Dis¬ 
trict Council on July 11, conditionally approved the rezoning 
of 29.04 acres of the 58-acre Magnolia Farm tract from ru¬ 
ral residential (R-R) to R-55 detached single family zoning 
(6.7 units per acre). The city has already received for 
review a preliminary plan of subdivision for the acreage 
on which Richmond-American plans to construct 124 de¬ 
tached single family homes. 

In protesting the rezoning ap¬ 
plications, the Greenbelt City 
Council and the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board pointed out that the 
property was the last remaining 
large parcel within the city on 
which much needed detached 
homes could be constructed. On¬ 
ly six percent of the city’s resi¬ 
dential units are single family 
homes.) Preferring the less 
dense R-80 single family zone, 
council emphasized that the 
existing (1970) Master Plan 
maintains the principle that de¬ 
velopment down Hanover Park¬ 
way should be less dense as it 
moves toward Good Luck Road. 

Representatives for Vogel felt 
that the proposed rezoning to 
residential and commercial would 
be compatible with such a tran¬ 
sition, and that a “quality com¬ 
mercial area (was required) to 
give us an economic base.”

Magnolia Farms Developer 
Mark Vogel had earlier with¬ 
drawn a companion zoning appli¬ 
cation for rezoning of an addi¬ 
tional 26 acres from R-R to the 
commercial office (C-O) zone. 
An additional acre of the tract 
v, already zoned commercial 
(C-l). Vogel has not yet an¬ 
nounced plans for these parcels. 

ihe Magnolia Farms property 
is situated west of Doctors Hos¬ 
pital, north of Good Luck Road 
and south of Schrom Hills Park. 
Hanover Parkway extended runs 
through the middle of the pro¬ 
perty. The commercial property 
is south of Hanover Parkway 
and the residential portion is to 
the north. 

in approving the R-55 zone, 
the District Council concluded 
that the rezoning was “in ac¬ 
cordance with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the (1970) College 
Park-Greenbelt and Vicinity 
Master Plan,” and that there had 
been “a change in the character 
of the neighborhood, since 1949, 
from a rural neighborhood to a 
residential neighborhood.” How¬ 
ever, the new master plan for 
Langley Park-College Park and 
Greenbelt proposes a lesser den¬ 
sity for the entire Magnolia 
Farms tract - R-80 single family 
homes (3.4 units an acre). 

In their July 11 findings, the 
District Council also set mini¬ 
mum depths for lots where the 
rear of homes faced Hanover 
Parkway. Other conditions stip¬ 
ulated that: (1) as much vege¬ 
tation as possible be preserved 
on these lots, (2) a “brick monu¬ 
mental entrance feature” at the 
entrance to Hanover Parkway 
and Megan Lane extended be 
constructed, (3) a buffer of a 
“double row of 6-8 ft. white 
pines between the existing 
Greenbrook subdivision and Mag¬ 
nolia Farms be provided and 
maintained, (4) a minimum of 
50% of the residences have 
“masonry treatment to the front 
elevations” and (5) all site and 
landscape plans be subject to the 
approval of the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board. The 
plans will also be sent to the 
city for review. 

When a bird becomes tangled in 
these things, they may become 
so tightly snarled that gangrene 
results—or strangulation. Song¬ 
birds may become ensnared and 
break their legs or hang until 
they died. Waterfowl may at¬ 
tempt to eat the line, resulting 
in impaction and death. 

If you fish in the lake, or in 
any other waters, please take 
all your fishing line with you 
when you go and discard it pro¬ 
perly. If anyone should see line 
along the shore or tangled in the 
brush, please do your best to 
pick it up or cut it down. If we 
would all do this with regard 
to other trash as well, the lake 
are would be both cleaner and 
safer. 

I do not yet know whether the 
duck’s leg can be saved, but I 
hope that she is the last such 
victim I see.

development of the Furey tract 
more expensive and hence less 
likely. He said that he does not 
think the road will ever be built 
and supported the staff's view 
that the city has more control 
with the road in the plan than 
without it. 

Others 

Rodney Roberts debated 
White's claim that the road 
would not become a shortcut. He 
said that the Beltway is already 
congested and that traffic exit¬ 
ing Metro will cut through the 
city whenever there is a traffic 
jam on the major roads. He felt 
that any possible development of 
the Furey property would have 
little effect on the city compared 
with the problems ^suiting 
from the extension. 

Don Volk spoke in favor of 
retaining the option of a Ridge 
Road extension in case traffic 
from Metro eventually threaten¬ 
ed to overwhelm Crescent Road. 
However Ruth Kastner argued 
that both Ridge and Crescent 
should be left as they are and 
that if the extension of Ridge 
remained on the plan there may 
eventually be presesure to con¬ 
struct it. 

Giese suggested that the de¬ 
bate over the extension of Ridge 
Road may be “a lot of to-^o 
about nothing" since the road 
will probably never be built. He 
agreed with Wilson and White 
that the road might benefit 
North End traffic but said that 
the staff does not foresee anyone 
funding the road. The only 
slight advantage he saw to re¬ 
taining the road was that it 
might affect possible future de¬ 
velopment of the Furey property. 

Westchester Park 

Council unanimously voted to 
support the master plan's zoning 
of two undeveloped parcels in 
Westchester Park. Under the 
proposal the land, currently 
zoned for single family homes, 
would be zoned rural residential 
within a Comprehensive Design 
Zone. Wilson said that staff sup¬ 
ported the proposal. She said that 
the CDZ could possibly allow for 
higher densities than the current 
R-55 zoning if the developer pro¬ 
vided a large number of ameni¬ 
ties. However, she felt that the 
most probable situation would 
be development of the same num¬ 
ber of units as under the current 
zoning. In addition, the CDZ 
would allow the construction of 
townhouses as well as some ser 
vice oriented commercial estab¬ 
lishments. 

In contrast, under the current 
zoning only single family homes 
would be permitted. However, 
the developer would not have to 
submit a site or landscape plan 
to the county for approval. 

Robert Crecco of the West¬ 
chester Park Ad Hoc Committee 
argued for retention of the R- 
55 zoning. He said they were 
opposed to any commercial use 
of the site and did not want any 
more townhouses constructed on 
it. He said that the area needs 
single family homes and that the 
site adjacent to the national 
park should be a prime location 
for higher valued homes. 

Weidenfeld said that one of 
the reasons for supporting a C- 
DZ for the area is that there 
would be tighter restrictions on 
the amenities to be provided by 
the developer, including land¬ 
scaping. He said that with the 
current zoning neither the city 
nor the county has any control 
over the developer. In contrast, 
Weidenfeld said that a CDZ en¬ 
courages the construction

more expensive homes on the 
site in order to cover the fixed 
costs for the site plan review 
process. 

Wilson said that the only 
commercial uses allowed in the 
CDZ would be service oriented, 
such as doctors' offices and 
beauty shops. However, Crecco 
said that any commercial use 
will bring in additional traffic 
that his group does not want. 

Bram noted that Greenbrook, 
which she praised as a very nice 
development, was built in a R- 
55 zone. She moved to support 
retention of the current zoning. 
However Wilson pointed out that 
the Greenbrook property was 
subject to covenants requiring 
site plan review. The land in 
question has no such covenants. 

Isaacs said that the residents 
of Westchester Park have spok¬ 
en in favor of single family 
homes and that if the CDZ were 
established the city could not 
guarantee to meet their needs. 

White favored the CDZ, say¬ 
ing that he was convinced that 
the density would be similar 
under either zoning. He said thht 
it is “frustrating" to be faced 
with an R-55 development with 
no control over what the devel¬ 
oper does. He said that the in¬ 
creased leverage of a CDZ 
would be beneficial and that the 
city has a stake in protecting 
the adjacent area of Greenbelt 
Park from the effect of unreg¬ 
ulated developent. 

Joe Haskell, of Westchester 
Park, was concerned that estab¬ 
lishing a CDZ for the land 
would establish a precedent for 
further commercial development 
in the area. However, City So¬ 
licitor Robert Manzi said that 
under the law CDZ's cannot be 
used as precedents. 

Council then unanimously vot¬ 
ed to support establishing a C- 
DZ for the land and in their 
statement tell the county plan¬ 
ners that single family homes 
are preferred for the area. 
Mandan Road 

Sheldon Goldberg, Secretary of 
the Windsor Green Homeowners 
Association, requested that the 
city oppose the extension of 
Mandan Road to avoid opening 
a residential neinghborhood to 
outside traffic. He also feared 
that extension of Mandan to 
Brae Brooke Drive and Brae 
Brooke Drive to Hanover Park¬ 
way would provide a convenient 
escape route in an area which he 
described as already having se¬ 
curity problems. 

Weidenfeld said that council 
needed more time to review the 
issue. He said that they needed 
more public input and are not 
prepared to take a position now, 
Putens said that the council al¬ 
so needs comments from other 
community associations affected. 

Council took no position on 
these road projects but Wilson 
said that the statement will also 
request their removal from the 
county Capital Improvements 
Program, 

Planned Community 
Council unanimously approved 
Wilson’s recommendation that 
the city request that all areas in 
the historic community be in¬ 
cluded in a planned community 
zone. She said that city staff 
is prepared to work with the 
county Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission to develop this zone. 
The proposed master plan would 
have replaced the current Resi¬ 
dential Planned Community zon¬ 
ing with a new zoning that 
would make all the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc, property a non- 
of conforming use.

County Agrees to Repay 
Debt on School Land 

by Betsy Likowski 

Greenbelt has a good chance of getting part of its green 
belt. At a city council worksession on July 25, city manager 
James K. Giese annnounced that the county has agreed to 
assume the indebtedness on 72 acres of land between Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2, The $457,734 debt on the land has been a 
major stumbling block to the city’s acquiring the land. 



The State requires payment of 
an outstanding bond debt, as 
well as the debt retroactive to 
1978. According to Giese there 
is no timetable for the county 
to deed the land to the city. 
The county will place conditions 
on the transfer. 

The 72 acre parcel is located 
west of the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway, east of Ridge 
Road, north of Parcel 2 and 
Hamilton Place, and south of 
Parcel 1 (see map). 

In 1966 ten acres of Parcel 1 
and 62 acres of Parcel 2 were 
acquired by the board of educa¬ 
tion to build a three-school com¬ 
plex. There was considerable 
citizen opposition to this plan. 
The high school was later built 


Group Cleans up Parcel 2, 

On Sunday morning, August 
14, six members of The Com¬ 
mittee to Save the Green Belt 
pulled eight bags of trash out 
of Parcel Two, These efforts 
are part of the group s commit¬ 
ment to preserving green space 
in Greenbelt.

in the eastern part of Greenbelt 
and is today Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

The board of education deeded 
the surplus land to the county 
in 1978. Since then the city has 
sought to acquire the land for 
use as parkland. But there have 
been many roadblocks to the 
city’s acquiring the land. In the 
years of TRIM (which limited 
county property tax revenues.) 
the county considered selling sur¬ 
plus lands for additional reve¬ 
nue, There were various county 
surplus land bills. The question 
of whether the original owners 
had “reverter rights” that would 
let them regain ownership of the 
property has long been an issue. 
More recently there has been 
the issue of retroactive bonded 
indebtedness.

The Miss Greco belt Contestants

As anyone even remotely connected to the Labor Day 
Festival knows, August is not the end of summer, but the 
beginning of fall, and the time to knuckle down and finish 
what needs to be done in time for the first week in Septem¬ 
ber. For the past several years I’ve played a minor role 
in the proceedings, but one that would probably cause riots 
if it were not done. 


I'm the one who takes the 
pictures of the Miss Greenbelt 
Contestants for display in the 
Center. 

It is a job that certainly has 
its ups and downs. Every year 
I know exactly what every con¬ 
testant will say about the pic¬ 
tures—“How come everybody 
else's picture looks great, but 
mine looks terrible?” Nobody 
likes her own picture, it is a 
hard and fast rule. As a photo¬ 
grapher, I get used to it. 

It is, however, a job that I 
take very seriously. The first 
look the public gets of all the 
contestants is when they see the 
pictures, and everyone stands 
there and scrutinizes them for 
a good, long while. I like to 
sort of sneak up behind people 
and listen to their conversations. 
“Oh, I know her. She's a nice 
girl, I hope she wins,” or “I 
don't know any of them this 
year. That one, maybe, or that 
one,” they say, pointing to their 
choices. The Comments run from 
good to not-so-nice. Me? I'm 
completely neutral. 

It's a great little break from 
the type of photography I nor¬ 
mally do—some advertising pho¬ 
tography, magazine photojourn¬ 
alism through the Black Star 
Agency in New York, and mo¬ 
dels' portfolios for the Model 
Store in Georgetown. The Miss 
Greenbelt shoot is a chance to 
have fun and be creative, but 
with a lot less pressure than I 
normally encounter in a job. 

Last year was the first year 
that the photographs were pre¬ 
sented in color, and we are con¬ 
tinuing the tradition this year. 
Last year, however, we did the 
shots outside. The problem we 
had was the heat, as the make¬ 
up on some of the girls started 
to run. This year, it would have 
been even worse, so the decision 
was made to move the shoot 
back inside. 

In past years, we photograph¬ 
ed the contestants in the lobby 
of the Utopia Theater, but that 
was not possible this year, due 
to its eviction. So the decision 
was made to shoot all the girls 
at the same time at my studio 
downtown, at 1300 G St., NW, 

So Saturday, Sherry Gainor, 


who puts together the pageant, 
took all the girls in tow, herded 
them aboard Metro. They breez¬ 
ed into the studio about 10:30, 
and immediately settled in. 

One thing becomes clearly 
evident when nine teenage beau¬ 
ty contestants descend on a 
place; they take over completely. 
They owned the studio, I was 
just some guy with a camera, 
Mary Hoi berg, the make-up ir- 
tist, started the first ones on 
their make-up (for the photo¬ 
graphs), and I worked on the 
lighting, 

I had forgotten to bring the 
radio down to the studio, but 
that was O.K., as the girls pretty 
much provided their own enter 
tainment, chanting parts of 
“Parents Just Don't Under¬ 
stand,” and singing “Raspberry 
Beret,” all in perfect unison. 
When the contest is over, they 
can start up an all-girl rock 
group. 

The Miss Greenbelt shoots are 
always fun, but this one was 
especially crazy. Sherry and I 
both thought that this is the 
most fun bunch of girls we've 
had to work with so far. They 
kept me in stitches for most of 
the shoot, and all of them are 
really wonderful people, and so 
pretty that taking great pic 
tures of all of them was easy, 
a guess that's just the way they 
grow up around Greenbelt. 

We hope to have the display 
in the window of the Credit 
Union by August 26. I will in¬ 
clude smaller accent shots that 
proved to be so popular last 
year. I hope everyone enjoys 
the pictures, and good luck to all 
the contestants,

the environment and the 
needs of those who will use 
the facility. On July 26-27 a 
charette was held in the li¬ 
brary of the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter School to focus on the 
future of the school itself. 
Considered obsolete as an 
educational facility, the 
school is nevertheless consid¬ 
ered valuable—said to be 
one of the ten best examples 
in the country of the De¬ 
pression era style called “art 
deco/' for which it has been 
listed on the national regis¬ 
ter of historical sites. 

During the charette another 
word, “compromise,” also took 
on significance, as the essential 
dilemma was highlighted by 
charette coordinator, R. C. Gar¬ 
cia. He is Senior Vice-president 
of SHWC, Inc,, the architectural 
and engineering firm engaged by 
the Prince Georges County 
school system to study what 
should be done with the school. 
Could the historic integrity of 
the building be preserved, he 
askea, if the structure were re¬ 
designed and developed for 
continuing use as a school? And 
could the building at the same 
time function as a satisfactory 
educational facility? 

“The preservation of historic 
buildings is often called a com¬ 
promise,” said Hyman Myers, 
Chief Restoration Architect of 
Studio Four, a Philadelphia spe¬ 
cialist called in as consultant by 
SHWC, That statement was 
made during the first morning 
of the working session which 
drew together a variety of coun¬ 
ty school officials; several Cen¬ 
ter School teachers and their 
principal, John Van Schoonoven; 
a number of architectural spe¬ 
cialists and interested citizens. 

Myers was responding to 
sixtn-grade teacher Donna Stur¬ 
gill’s contention that classrooms 
shown in a preliminary sketch 
by SHWC designer Jeryl Jordan 
were too small and of the wrong 
shape. By placing two class¬ 
rooms in spaces in the original 
section of the building where 
three now exist, Jordan had been 
able to add an extra five feet in 
length to each room. But Stur¬ 
gill felt that a long narrow 
room was an unfortunate shape 


from the point of view of teach¬ 
ing needs. 

Jordan’s drawing also showed 
a two-story addition adjacent 
to the present kitchen and filling 
in the open space where the 
flagpole is now located. Accord¬ 
ing to Jordan, the addition would 
link easily with the different lev¬ 
els of the existing building and 
would add 10,000 square feet of 
extra space. It would also pro¬ 
vide room for an elevator to link 
the different floors and allow ac¬ 
cess for wheelchair-bound per¬ 
sons. 

New Design 

During that first afternoon, 
following a presentation by 
state and county historic preser¬ 
vation representatives that clar¬ 
ified the limitations on how much 
could be modified in any remod¬ 
eling scheme, citizen participant 
Bill Stratton of Greenbelt, who 
is also an achitect, together with 
Jordan and Myers, brainstormed 
other ways to utilize the space 
made available by the new addi¬ 
tion Jordan had suggested. 

All felt that this addition was 
well placed, both as to internal 
movement and as to its minimal 
impact on the original exterior 
school design. The difficulty was 
how to solve the problem of 
classroom size. The trio even 
bypassed lunch to work on the 
design. 

By the end of the afternoon 
they felt sure that they had 
their solution, and this was the 
design Jordan presented to those 
still remaining in the room. They 
were right, for the plan drew 
immediate admiration; and the 
following evening at a public 
hearing in the school gymnasi¬ 
um, this plan became the center- 
piece, (See separate stories.) 

Ideal School Plan 

Yet the remodeling plan was 
not the only topic of discussion 
during the charette. Also on the 
agenda was what was called the 
Bladensburg plan, a new school 
facility designed by the SHWC 
firm on an open piece of land 
and incorporating the latest fea¬ 
tures in a modern educational 
design. During most of the day 
on Thursday, the second day of 
the charette, those present ex¬ 
plored what an optimal facility 
would look like. This concept 


Plogman Proposes 
Drug Free Zones 

Prince Georges County Board 
of Education Member Suzanne 
Plogman of Greenbelt will pro¬ 
pose a resolution at the August 
25 meeting urging Maryland 
General Assembly action to cre¬ 
ate “drug free zones” around 
public schools in Prince Georges 
County and elsewhere in the 
state. 

Plogman, who represents Dis¬ 
trict 2 of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion, said the proposal would 
mirror efforts of the County 
Council to recommend state 
legislation establishing stiffer 
criminal penalties for drug use 
and distribution near and ar¬ 
ound public schools. 

“Our schools are safe and 
orderly already, and it makes 
only good sense to ensure that 
same level of safety in the zones 
around our schools,” she said. 

Plogman said her support for 
such legislation came from dis¬ 
cussions earlier this year with 
members of the Greenbelt City 
Council, who urged the estab¬ 
lishment of “drug free zones” 
for schools in Greenbelt. She 
said their interest developed af¬ 
ter learning of a successful pro¬ 
gram in New Jersey.

Also on Thursday, City Man¬ 
ager Jim Giese and landscape 
architect Laurence Coffin, who 
has been redesigning the Center 
parking lots, were called in for 
suggestions on ways that the 
school driveway at the building's 
east end might be coordinated 
into the rebuilding of the adja¬ 
cent city parking lot. What the 
two sets of designers came up 
with also became part of the 
proposed plan at the evening 
public hearing. 

Commenting on her partici¬ 
pation in the charette, Sturgill 
said she had come to represent 
the view's of many Center School 
teachers who had been unable to 
attend. She had expected to stay 
only a couple of hours on the 
first morning. But she kept com¬ 
ing back, she caid, “because I
